The group mapped out adrive 
to educate the public on pre­ 
cautions to he observed in the 
use of unvented, unapproved 
heaters, and to urge their re­ 
placement wherever possible.

Attending the meeting at the 
gas company's Los Angeles 
headquarters building were offi­ 
cials from city and county 
health, fire, and building depart­ 
ments, and the County Coron 
er's office.

The meeting wa scalled to 
meet the problems of fire and 
carbon monoxide poisoning pre­ 
sented by thecontinued use of 
an estimated 300,000 un vented 
space heaters In this area.

These unapproved heaters 
lack a flue connection to car­ 
ry the products of combustion 
out of the house, and are not 
to be confused with modern, 
safe gas appliances and heating 
equipment, the group stressed.

During the past five years an 
education program to tell the 
public the dangers of "such ob­ 
solete heaters has been car­ 
ried out by these •government I 
agencies In cooperation with the 
local gas utilities and other civ­ 
ic groups.

Success of the program can 
be traced by the drop in *he 
number of accidental carbon 
monoxide deaths caused by 
these heaters from an average 
of about 40 a year from 1948 
through 1952 to 20 since that 
time.

"Although natural gas Itself 
is n0 poisonous, dangerous 
quantities of carbon monoxide 
can result from Improperly .ad­ 
justed equipment or from heat­ 
ers used over a long period of 
time in poorly ventilated loca­ 
tions." a spokesman for the gas 
company stressed.

People are urged to have their

equipment checked by the gas 
company or a competent service 
agency before temperatures 
drop to the mid-40's. when mo^t 
of the deaths occur, and to re­ 
member to leave a window open 
when using unvented heaters.
